1 . The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Claims 1-15 are allowable because the prior art fails to teach or suggest an 
apparatus (with corresponding method) for providing video content to a plurality of 
televisions located at a site, comprising a centralized gateway.... connecting to said 
televisions and to a digital network... wherein the gateway comprises a wide-area 
network for receiving network packets from the digital network... a processor for initiating 
requests and for converting the received packets into a data streams... a plurality of 
decoders... a plurality of television adapters to be coupled to one of said televisions and 
generating television usable signals in response to an uncompressed data stream. ..an 
address server to assign IP addresses, where each address is assigned to each 
television... and a plurality of port extender modules located separately from the 
gateway, each associated with a respective television and responsive to a 
corresponding IP address, wherein said television signals are not processed by said 
port extender modules, and wherein each module comprises at least one peripheral 
device interface for connecting to a peripheral device for providing user data to provide 
to the processor and to identify the selected video feed. ..a local-area network interface 
coupled to a gateway-to-local-area network interface.... and a protocol encapsulation 
processor for transporting said user data to the processor, as recited in the claims.
